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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 5, and 8 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



2. Claims 1 , 5, 8, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Inoue et al. (USPN 5,247,384). 

Regarding to claims 1, 5, 8, Inoue et al. disclose an actuator drive (see fig 1) 
comprises a movable section (including elements 16, 18, 30 and 32, col. 6, lines 58-60); 
a fixed section (30) (col. 6, line 59); an elastic member (including 20 22, 24, 26) for 
connecting the movable section and the fixed section; a magnetic field generation 
member (32); a drive coil (36); a detection coil (38), and a high frequency elimination 
circuit (46) for eliminating a specific high frequency component of the output signal of 
the detection coil (col. 8, lines 32-41), and a control circuit (14) for applying a drive 
signal having a rectangular wave to the drive coil, the movable section making a 
movement relative to the fixed section in a resonant state, the control circuit feeding 
back an output signal of the detection coil (38) from which the specific high frequency 
component is eliminated to the drive coil (col. 8, lines 32-41), thereby maintaining the

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movement of the movable section relative to the fixed section in the resonant state (see 
col. 6, lines 41-43). 

Regarding to claim 10, Inoue et al. disclose a phase compensation circuit (50) for 
compensating for a change in phase caused by the high frequency elimination circuit 
(col. 8, lines 42-45). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 2- 4, 6, 7, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Inoue et al. in view of Haas (USPN 4,088,982). 

Regarding to claims 2, 4, 6, 9, Inous et al. disclose a high frequency elimination 
circuit. But Inoue et al. do not disclose a high frequency elimination circuit being a low 
pass filter. Hass discloses a high frequency elimination circuit being a low pass filter 
(61). It would have been obvious to one having skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the circuit of Inoue et al. with a low pass filter as taught by Haas in 
order to filter out high frequency noise (Haas, col. 4, lines 52-53). 

Regarding claims 3, 7, Inoue et al. disclose a phase compensation circuit (50) for 
compensating for a change in phase caused by the high frequency elimination circuit 
(col. 8, lines 42-45).
